every Man was who offered him any feafible Propofition 
for procuring him any confiderable Sums, propofed to 
his Majefty the fetting on foot a Negociation with the 
French King for furnifhing a large annual Subfidy or 
Penfion to King Charles for three Years on certain Con- 
ditions. On this Scheme the King advifed with the 
Treafurer, who, in Obedience to his Majelty’s Com- 
mands wrote feveral Letters to Mr. Montague on the Sub- 
ject of this Negociation, and that this might appear 
in a proper Light to that Minifter, the King at the De- 
fire of the Treafurer wrote upon the Letter of greateft 
Importance, This is writ by Order C. R. Thefe Let- 
ters were written in the Spring of the Year 1678, and 
therefore, if we conclude any thing from the Aciions of 
Men, one would apprehend, that Mr. Montague was 
much more in the’ French, Intereft than the Lord Trea- 
furer, tho’ this great Minifter found himfelf under a 
Necefflity of complying fo far with the King’s Inclina- 


] tions as to fuffer this Negociation to go on, that the 


King might thereby be fully convinced how far France 
was or was not fincere. 

_ Within a few Months after this Mr. Montague began 
to have quite different Notions, in confequence of his 
having quite oppofite Views. He had hitherto purfued 
his Intereft at Court thro’ the Mediation of the Lord 
Treaiurer, and expeéted that he fhould have procured 
for him the Office of Secretary of State, but finding him- 
felf difappointed, and that this Miniter inclin’d rather 
to favour his Competitor Sir William Temp, he refolv’d 
to make a fudden Turn, and effectually to fecure his 
own Intereft, by furnifhing a Party in the Houfe of 
Commons, who were Enemies to the Lord Treafurer, 
with fuch Lights as they would think fafficient for effeét- 
ing theit Purpofes. In order to carry his Project into 
Execution, he made Intereft to be chofen Member for 
the Borough of Northampton, for which alfo Sir William 
Temple was Candidate, and on the Eleétion was return- 
ed. But on the 6th of November 1678, a Petition was 
prefented to the Houle of Commons, complaining of an 
undue Election, and on the stth of Nowember follow- 
ing the Houfe refolved that Mr. Montague was duly 
elected Member for Northampton, and committed the 
High Sheriff of the County, for abetting the Intereft of 
Sir William Temple; and not long after Mr. Montague 
left France without the King’s Leave, in order to take 
his Seat in the Houfe of Commons, and to go through 
with his Defign. 

It is not to be conceived that a Tranfaction of thi 
kind could be carried on without the Court’s receiving 
fome Information of it, which was no fooner given than 
a Refolution was taken to feize Mr. Montague’s Papers, 
in order to prevent his making fuch Ufes of them as 
they apprehended, as alfo that it might be in their own 
Power to prove, that this Negociation in France about 
Money came originally from himfelf, and the Pretence 
made ufe of for this Purpofe in order to fatisfy the Houfe 
of Commons was, Mr. Montague’s having had private 
Conferences with the Pope’s Nencio at Paris without 
his Majeity’s Direétions, and for Perpofes to him un 
known. 

But all this had no Effect, fince on the 1gth of De- 
cember 1678 Mr. Montague acquainted the Houfe of 
Commons that he had in his Cuttody feveral Papers 
which he conceived might tend very much to the Safety 
of his Majefty’s Perfon and the Prefervation of the King 
dom. Upon this a Committee was appointed to take 
Mr. Monta:ue’s DireStions and fetch thote Papers ; which 
being doue, Mr. Montague prefented the two Letters 
before-mentioned, to the Houfe, which were read, and 
in confequence thereof, a Committee appointed to draw 
up an Impeachment againit the Lord ‘[reafurer. The 
next Day the Lord Treafurer fent a Letter to the Speaker 
with two Letters of Mr. Montague's inclofed, which Let- 
ters were read to the Houfe, but not entered in the Jour- 
nal of the Houfe of Commons as the Earl of Danby’s 
Letters are. | 

This is a diftin€ Account of the whole Matter, upon 
which [ will take an Opportunity of making fome Ob- 
fervations, in order to fhew that this Manner of proceed- 
ing againft the Lord T'reafurer was principally intended 
againit the King, becaufe it was forefeen that his Lord- 
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hip would have juftified him/felf under the Royal Autho- 

rity. That the impeaching this great Minifter as po- 
pithly affected, gave the Enemies of the Proteftant [n- 
tereft greater Advantages than ever, and drove the King 
to a clofer Connection with the Popith In:ereft than 
otherwife he would have fallen into, and that fuch bad 
Confequences are always to be apprehended, when Party 
Piques and perfonal Prejudices come to influence publick 
Councils, and the gratifying private Malice is fanctified 
with the folemn Title of Seeking publick Juflice. By which 
Inquiries it will be made perfeétly plain and clear, that 
this extraordinary Cafe of the Earl of Danby never can 
be cited as a Juftification of our modern Malecontents, 
but that the Inferences they have drawn therefrom, like 
moft of their other Arguments, are grounded upon falfe 
Fa&ts and maintained by inconclufive Reafoning.

and that the Interpreter of the Court is ftrangled, and 
the Chancellor turn’d out. 

Thofe from Contitantinople by way of Venice fay the 
Turks baving refolv’d to fend 40000 Horfe and Foot 
to Servia and the Neighbourhood of Belgrade, and foine 
of the Foreign Minitlers having reprefented that it 
might give Umbrage, they were told, that the Porte 
was flill refolvd to keep the Peace, but that the prefent 
Situation of Affairs would not permit them to leave the 
Frontiers naked. 

Some Letters from Silefia fay that Sooo Pruffians 
have open'd the Siege of Neifs, and that a Detachment 
is alfo marci:'d towards Brieg. 

Thofe of the 13th ult. O.S. from Petersbourg fay, 
that three of the Pesfons are taken into Cuftody who 
are accufed of Male. practices in the late Reign, particu- 
larly in the Employment of the Moneys appropriated 
for the War with the Turks; of which Number is M.
